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THE  FARM  SECURITY  ADJffNI STRATI ON  HELPS  VETERANS 
GET  A  SOUND  START  IN  FARMING 


Under  its  reg\ilar  farm  ownership  and  rural  rehabilitation  programs,  the 
Farm  Security  Administration  is  extending  credit  and  on-the-farm,  in- 
dividual g\;idance  in  farm  management  to  qualified  veterans  of  Yiorld  VVar 
II. 

By  the  end  of  19 44^  nearly  6,000  War  II  veterans  had  applied  to  Farm 
Security  for  assistance.    They  were  not  interested  in  large-scale,  com- 
mercial farming  operations  but  wanted  to  get  a  sound  start  on  family-size 
farm  units  which  would  provide  a  good  living  for  themselves  and  their 
families . 

Most  of  the  veterans  sought  rehabilitation  (operating)  loans  to  buy  seed, 
feed,  livestock,  fertilizer,  farm  machinery  and  equipment,  and  preliminary 
family  living  needs.    Rehabilitation  loans  totaling       668, 278  had  been 
made  to  1,328  veterans,  and  294  received  supplemental  rehabilitation  loans 
totaling  §170,315.  .  i      '    i  ' 

Fifty-si:-:  farm  ownership  loans  to  veterans,  amounting  to  $291^909  in  all, 
had  also  been  approved.    Some  applications  had  to  be  turned  down  because 
of  the  lack  of  loan  funds  in  some  areas,  the  funds  being  distributed  am.ong 
the  States  on  the  basis  of  farm  population  and  the  prevalence  of  tenancy. 
Moreover >  in  some  States,  rising  land  values  have  prevented  FSA  from  mak- 
ing more  than  a  few  farm  ownership  loans,  since  these  loans  are  made  only 
for  farms  that  are  priced  on  the  basis  of  the  long-time  earning  capacity 
of  the  land.  ^ 

Many  applications  for  farm  ownership  or  rehabilitation  loans  are  under 
consideration.    All  of  the  FSA  loans  made  to  veterans  through  the  end  of 
1944-  were  approved  prior  to  the  time  farm  loan  guaranty  provisions  of  the 
GI  Bill  of  Rights  became  operative.    Farm  Security  will  continue  to  assist 
veterans  under  its  regular  programs,    FSA  loans  will  have  no  connection 
with  the  GI  Bill  guarantees. 
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
